SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The VCD D64 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The VCD appears to originate in Japan, with dialogue in Japanese and Chinese 
subtitles. It contains two scenes made up almost entirely of explicit depictions of sexual 
activity between women and men, some of which is moderately degrading and 
dehumanising in nature. Given the explicit manner in which sexual activity is 
presented, the unrestricted availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the 
public good. The potential injury includes the possibility of a negative influence on the 
development of sexual attitudes and behaviour of young persons who would be 
viewing the material without the necessary experience or maturity. A restriction to an 
audience of adults is therefore considered necessary in order to prevent the likelihood 
of such injury to the public good. 

Considerations under s3of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
have been weighed against the right to freedom of expression as set out in s14of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The manner in which the publication deals with 
matters of sex renders the availability of the publication likely to be injurious to the 
public good unless it is restricted to an adult audience. This restriction is reasonable, 
justified and in accordance with the law. 
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
